What foolish prejudices still linger 
against the Indian? I have associa- 
ted and ‘socialized with all sorts of 
men in my checkered life, and the 
pleasantest I ever shad 
was a college chum of two years 
standing, who was a full-blooded In- 
dian, and is now the chief of. the 
Choctaw Nation. Wandering up and 
down upon the banks of the Hiawas- 
see, dashing like a sprité let loose be- 
tween Carolina and Tennessee, the 
reminiscences of my sophomore chum 
came full upon me. with all his tradi- 
tionary legends and wild mystical 
ballads. How swimmingly the mid- 
night hours were wont to pass away 
in thy converse, oh Wicaggee Nicul- 
gee, and how often I sighed for thy 
company, While philandering in the 
valiey of the Pigeon River. rhaps 
of all our counties the palm of beauty 
aud grandeur combined should be 
awarded Haywood. Qn its west are 


the Alleghany Mountains, stand- 
ing in bold relief among which 
is the towering summit of Buckley’s 


Peak. From the base of these moun- 
tains eastward, roll valleys of ex- 
treme fertility and watered by 
streams, in which the speckled trout 
abound; while west and south one 
sea of dark mountains clothed with 
the balsam and the fir, rear their 
mossy crags in battle with the winds 
and vlouds of heaven, and all pre- 
senting a scene of wild and fantastic 
beauty. The tourist climbing these 
rugged heights has often need of both 
hands and feet to secure a safe ascent 
or descent as his way frequently 
Jeads bh*m over dark yawning gulphs. 
Surely another canopy lighted with 
more bvilliant luminaries, overarch 
this favored section of Carolina; and 
those who have seen nothing but the 
inky skies of eastern sections can 
scarcely imagine how beautiful are 
the nights on the mountains. The 
innumerable hosts of stars appear 
not, as if sparkling on the concave 
surface of the heavens, but floating 
at different and immeasurable dis- 


j tances througn the infinite ether. 


The milky way hangs like a lumi- 
nous wreath across the heavens, and 
the moon far more resplendent than 
elsewhere, rolls through the dark 
blue depths. And then the forests of 
all this section issosurprisingly beau- 
tiful; in thick array stand the blood 
red sugar maple, with a leaf brighter 
and more delicate than a Circassian 
li; broad sycamores with their saf- 
fron foliage flaunting in the sun; the 
kingly oak with its summit hid in a_ 
drapery of sumptuous dyes; the tall 
pop ar With its minaretofsilverleaves, 
urthening every. breeze with its

Itis a terra incog- 
nita, pte by any railroad and 
accessible only by staging or private 
conveyance. The traveler will find 
the people, however, to be both hos- 
= le and intelligent. Its moun- 
ains are clothed in green from base 
to summit, and its vales, rivValling 
those of Cashmir, in beauty if not fn 
extent, afford pasture to horses and 
cattle of the purest breed. Every day 
assed here was like the days of a 
rrecian summer, heavenly, and the 
stillness aid beauty of a new world 
lie all around. Indeed, the outline 
of all Western Carolina is the finest 
in the world. The mountains lean 
down into the valleys, and the plains 
swell up to the mountains, and peak 
after peak rises with -amixtare of boid- 
ness and grace altogether peculiar, 
and then the atmosphere is all its 
own. The morning mist arising not 
from malarial streams but from purl- 
gives the country the look 
of a landscape seen through a faintly 
tinted glass. Soft blue mists of the 
most rarified and changing shape en- 
velop the mountains sometimes on 
the clearest days, and without ob- 
scuring the most distant — per- 
ceptibly, give hill and vale a beauty 
that surpasses that of verdure. Again 
once more at romantically situated 
Asheville.

LEMONS AND SILVER.—The native 
jewellers of India never tonch silver- 
ware with any abrasive substance. 
For all articles of the kind, even ‘the 
most delicate, the method of cleaning 
is by rubbing briskly with slices of 
juicy lemons. For delicate jewelry 
the Indians cut a large limenearly in 
half, and insert the ornament ; they 
then close up the halves tightly, and 


put it — for a few hours. The ar- 
tiolos are removed, rinsed in two 


or three waters, and consigned toa 
saucepan of nearly boiling soapsuds, 
well stirredabout, taken out, again 
brushed, rinsed, and finally dried on 
a metal plate over hot water, finish- 
ing the precess by a little rub of wash- 
leather (if smooth work). For very
